This journey has boon postponed for now approxir^tely ton days because 
it was ii /possible to leave by air ; the airfield at Chengtu is being 
reconditioned. I may also, therefore, have to return overland us weix. 

Tids journey is one taut I want to put behind iio for several reasons. 
First, I want to set up our book-buying program there, to make it accord 
with prose rit aims. Then, Ohengtu is a very important university center, 
perhaps the second in pro sent -day China; and it is also a place where 
I must make an investigation of our microfiLu progreux which seems in 
what I might describe generally as a ha If -submerged condition. 


Further I vault to go ana then come back so that when Otis goes to India, 
this iidnor journey will be finished with; and our book -buyer — hope- 
fully — in a proper frame of mind and producing results.

Then if "Scienti- 
fic 1'or.xu" remains unowned for, we can shift it into the c,.tagory of 
books we collect here for the Library of Congress. If you notify me 
that you have done this, wo shall then later do the necessary book- 
Keeping any earmarking here.

•Chungking, Fob. 4 (Central); That the Japanese have formed a new 
province in occupied Ghana was revealed at a press conference today 
by ifajor—Oei tei'al Kiu Helen -•riling, acting as jidLlitary spokesman xn the 
absence of J-'a.ior-Gcn. Tseng Chiug-clii who has left for Chengtu for a 


Tiro new "province" wiixch is caxlcd Hwaihax, according to na 0 ox— './anera.L 
piu , cor, .prises portions of Kiangsu, Anhwei ana Shantung with a totax 
of k.l hsien ana one municipality , Lienyunshih, eastern terminus oi trie 

lunghai Railway and potentially excellent seaport. 

From a military point of view, this new bogus 'province" is the center 
of two strategic" railways, tho vortic.nl Tiontsin-Pukow ana tne horxaon- 
tul Lunghai lines and offers a convenient outlet to sea through the 
Ic.enyun Harbor — constructions of vruich was being undortaKen by the 
Cl line se when the Sino— Japanese war broKe out ana has since the .fa.*.! 
of Lienyun been carried on b;. the enexvy. 

The new "province", the spokestian revealed, is rxch xn natural resources 
forHsuchovr, Suhsien and Hwaiyuan, all along the Tientsin -Pukow Railway, 
abound with coal, rice, koaiiatig, peanuts and other cereals . 

The spokesman ascribed the creation of the "Hivaihai province" by the 
Japanese to thi'ce reasons. Firstly, the enemy i;«uits to Grave a politi- 
cal wedge into the bogus regimes in Peiping in tho north and Hanking in 
the South. Hence, the bogus "province" is set up to serve as a sort 
of buff ex- z one . 

Second xy, the spokesman continued, the Japanese aimed at fuller exploi- 
tations of the rich natural resources there after their recent reverses 
suffered at the "iiicc Down." regions in Central China. 

Finally, the Japanese formed tho new "province" with a xvixitarv purpose- 
to cut cue supply route to Chinese guerrillas operating in that area.
